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We  begin  this  publication  with  a  few  portions  of 
the  Holy  writings,  shewing|the  end  for  which  spiri- 
tual gifts  were  given — and  let  it  be  remembered, 
that  Prophecy  is  one  of  them,  and  not  the  least. 

"  Thou  hast  ascended  on  high,  thou  hast  led  cap- 
tivity captive  :  thou  bast  received  gifts  for  men  ; 
yea,  for  the  rebellious  also,  that  the  Lord  God  might 
dwell  among  them/'  Psalm  lxviii,  1  *■■. 

«  Wherefore  he  saith,  when  he  ascended  up  o  i 
high  he  led  captivity  captive,  and  gave  gifts  unto 
men9  And  he  gave  some,  aposdes;  and  ?orne  pro- 
phets ;and  some  evangelists;  and  some  pastors  and 
teachers  ;  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the  body 
of  Christ :  Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith, 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a 
perfect  man  ;  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the 
fulness  of  Christ,"  Eph.  iv.  8,  11  —  13. 

"  Now  then,  we  are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  as 
though  God  did  besseecb  you  by  us,  we  pray  you 
in  Christ's  stead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God,"  2  Cor. 
v.  20. 

"  For  to  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit,  (i)  the  word  of 
wisdom:  to  another  (2)  the  word  of  knowledge;  to 
another  (3)  faith  ;  to  another  (4)  the  gift  of  healing; 
to  another  (5)  the  working  of  miracles  ;  to  another 
(6)  prophecy  ;  to  another  (7)  discerning  of  Spirits  j 
to  another  (8)  diverse  kinds  of  tongues  ;  to  another 
(9)  the  interpretation  of  tongues.  And  the  eye  can- 
not say  unto  the  hand,  I  have  no  need  of  thee :  nor 
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again,  the  head  to  the  foot,  I  have  no  need  of  thee." 
1  Cor.  xii.  8,  9,  10,  12,  17,21,  28,  29.  Then  if  a 
man  come  forward  in  the  character  of  a  prophet, 
and  give  scriptural  evidence  that  his  calling  is  of 
God,  how  can  the  Church  say  to  him  I  have  no  need 
of  thee  ?  Are  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith  and 
of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect 
state  ?  Then  how  can  believers  in  the  scriptures  re- 
ject one  of  the  gifts  which  are  to  prepare  them  for 
this  glorious  end  ?  and  also  one  of  the  best  gifts, 
(L  Cor.  xii.  31  ;  xiv.  l.j  How  can  man  arrive  at  the 
glorious  summit  of  perfection  above  described  un- 
less he  use  the  means  for  the  attainment  of  the 
same,  and  walk  in  the  ways,  which  God  has  pointed 
out  as  leading  thereto?  Is  the  wisdom  of  man 
greater  than  that  of  God  ?  Was  man  his  counsellor 
when  he  laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth  ?  then  how 
can  he  expect  to  be  his  counsellor,  when  he  redeems 
his  creation;  or  instruct  him  what  means  are  and 
what  means  are  not  requisite,  for  his  edification 
which  is  to  prepare  him  for  that  redemption  But 
we  must  recollect  that  these  gifts  are  only  the 
means,  but  to  arrive  at  the  measure  of  the  stature  of 
the  fulness  of  Christ,  unto  a  perfect  man,  is  the  end  ; 
which  is  one  and  the  same  with  the  changing  of  the 
vile  body  and  fashioning  it  like  unto  his  glorious 
body,  "For  our  conversation  is  in  heaven;  from 
whence  also  we  look  for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ;  who  shall  change  our  vile  body  that  it 
may  be  fashioned  like  unto  his  glorious  body,"  Phil, 
iii.  20,  21.  "  But  ourselves  also,  which  have  the 
first-fruits  of  the  Spirit,  even  we  ourselves  groan 
within  ourselves,  waiting  for  the  adoption  to  wit  the 
redemption  of  our  body,11  Rom.  viii.  23. 

For  although  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit,  as  pointed  out 
by  Paul,  as  preparatory  for  this  change,  are  nine  in 
number,  yet  they  are  only  that  which  is  in  part,- - 
not  tliat  which  is  perfect;  as  the  means  is  only  that 
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which  is  in  part,  but  the  end  is  that  which  is  perfect. 
"  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part, 
but  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come  then  that 
which  is  in  part  shall  be  done  away,"  1  Cor.  xiii.  9, 
10.  So  the  means,  which  are  the  gifts  are  nine,  but 
the  end,  which  is  redemption  of  the  soul  and  body, 
is  one,  which  is  the  tenth, 

"  What  woman  having  ten  pieces  of  silver,  if  she 
lose  one  piece,  doth  not  light  a  candle,  and  sweep 
the  house,  and  seek  diligently  till  she  find  it  ?  and 
when  she  hath  found  it  she  calleth  her  friends  and 
her  neighbours  together,  saying,  Rejoice  with  me, 
for  I  have  found  the  piece  which  I  had  lost,"  Luke 
xv.  8,  9."  Then  the  end  being  attained,  the  means 
cease,  and  the  following  prophecies  will  be  fulfilled, 
"And  I  saw  no  temple  therein  :  for  the  Lord  God 
Almighty  and  the  Lamb  are  the  temple  of  it.  And 
the  city  had  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon, 
to  shine  in  it:  for  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it, 
and  the  Lamb  is  the  light  thereof."  Revelation  xxi. 
22,  23. 

"  This  shall  be  the  covenant  which  I  will  make 
with  the  house  of  Israel :  After  those  days  saith  the 
Lord,  I  will  put  my  law  in  their  inward  parts,  and 
write  it  in  their  hearts  ;  and  I  will  be  their  God,  and 
they  shall  be  my  people.  And  they  shall  teach  no 
more  every  man  his  neighbour,  and  every  man  his 
brother,  saying,  Know  the  Lord:  for  they  shall  all 
know  me  from  the  least  of  them  unto  the  greatest 
qf  them,  saith  the  Lord/'  Jer,  xxxi.  33,  34.  "  They 
shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  my  holy  mountain 
for  the  earth  shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea,"  Isaiah  xi.  9. 

"  The  sun  shall  be  no  more  thy  light  by  day  ;  nei- 
ther for  brightness  shall  the  moon  give  light  unto 
thee  ;  but  the  Lord  shall  be  unto  thee  an  everlast- 
ing light,  and  thy  God  thy  glory.  Thy  people  also 
shall  be  all  righteous  :  they  shall  inherit  the  land  for 
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ever,  the  branch   of  my  planting,  the  work  of  ray 
hands,  that  1  may  be  glorified/'  Isaiah  lx.  19,  2L 

In  taking  a  review  of  the  particular  events  of  this 
vear,  as  connected  with  the  cause  in  which  we  are 
engaged,  the  first  we  shall  notice  is  the  wreatber  in 
the  first  three  months,  being  a  fulfilment  of  a  pro- 
phecy given  to  John  Wroe,  as  follows: — 

In  the  9th  month,  1826,  a  command  was  given  to 
John  Wroe,  by  the  Spirit,  that  William  Lees,  of 
Park  Bridge,  near  Ashton-under-Line,  should  visit 
the  different  bodies  of  believers  in  the  visitation, 
and  to  begin  his  journey  on  the  17th  instant. 

On  the  20th,  John  Wroe  received  a  Communica- 
tion in  which  was  the  following  words  :  "  Hast  thou 
beholden  the  weather,  that  flesh  and  blood  should 
be  clothed  against  the  fiery  darts  of  Satan  ?  for  Sa- 
tan  shall  strike  a  heavy  blow  in  the  weather  ;  much 
shipping  shall  be  lost  in  these  three  months.  Let 
William  Lees  cease  from  his  journey  for  the  south 
country,  let  him  visit  all  in  Yorkshire  and  Lan- 
cashire ;  let  him  not  fear  the  weather,  for  I  will  pre- 
pare it  for  him.1' 

In  another  Communication  given  to  John  Wroe, 
on  the  18th  of  the  10th  month,  (same  year,)  it  is 
said,  «  When  he,  (William  Lees,)  returns,  there 
shall  be  three  months  of  that  which  I  spoke  on ;  for 
he  that  obeys  my  word  I  will  protect  from  the  wea- 
ther, from  both  the  heat  and  the  cold/' 

In  another  Communication  given  to  John  Wroe, 
on  the  28th  of  the  11th  month,  (same  year,)  was  a 
command  that  William  Lees  should  proceed  on  his 
journey,  and  have  finished  it  by  the  29lh  of  the  12th 
month,  and  after  this  there  shall  be  thunders,  tight- 
enings,   and  storms  ; — many  ships  lost  on  the  seas." 

The  much  more  than  ordinary  severity  of  the 
weather,  in  the  first  three  months  of  this  year  fully 
verified  this  prophecy. 
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The  Newspapers  (Bell's  Weekly  Messenger,) 
which  prove  this,  we  have  yet  by  us.  There  were 
also  storms  of  thunder  and  lightening  in  various 
places,  in  the  first  and  third  months,  and  a  very  un- 
common number  of  ships  driven  onshore,  damaged, 
lost  and  wrecked,  with  great  loss  of  life- 

Another  Prophecy  given  to  John  Wroe,  dated 
Park  Bridge,  15th  of  1st  month,  1827,  «  Now,  Son 
of  man,  Prophesy  and  say,  Blow  thou  South  and 
West  wind  upon  my  trees.  1  will  give  them  the  'fi- 
gure of  this  when  the  three  months  are  expired  of 
the  months  which  I  spoke  on,  I  will  then  bring  the 
shadow;  I  will  water  them  with  the  showers  from 
heaven,  so  that  my  garden  shall  grow."  The  truth 
of  this  appeared  exactly.  Also  the  following  Para- 
graph copied  from  the  Manchester  Guardian  of 
April  7th,  1827,  proves  it. 

"  After  a  very  stormy  and  tempestuous  March, 
the  weather,  during  that  portion  of  the  month  that 
has  elapsed,  has  been  the  most  genial  and  delightful 
that  we  recollect  to  have  witnessed  at  this  season  of 
the  year;  and  vegetation  has  consequently  made  a 
very  rapid  progress  ;  a  circumstance  which  in  ihe 
present  scarcity  of  fodder  is  of  no  small  import- 
ance." 

On"  Saturday,  the  14th  of  the  7th  month,  John 
Wroe  dropped  twelve  letters  of  Prophecies  at 
Leeds.  On  Sunday  the  15th,  he  dropped  ten  at 
Tadcaster  ;  on  the   I (Hh,  he  dropped  in/ie  in  York. 

On  the  evening  of  the  18th,  I  spoke  at  the  Cross 
at  Whitby  to  a  large  congregation  ;  afterwards  John 
Wroe  spoke  to  a  number  of  persons  who  followed 
him  to  his  lodgings,  (most  of  whom  in  about  two 
years  after  became  members  of  the  Israelites''  So- 
ciety. On  the  19th  I  spoke  on  Sunderland  Moor, 
lo  a  large  congregation.  On  the  22nd,  we  spoke 
three  times  to  large  congregations,  and  John  Wroe 
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declared  there  would  bean  Israelite  Church  founded 
in  that  place,  which  declaration  was  verified  within 
the  year.  From  the  23rd  to  the  29th,  we  preached 
at  South  and  North  Shields,  and  at  Blyth,  to  large 
congregations  in  the  open  air.  On  the  morning  of 
the  30th  we  embarked  on  the  Steam  Packet  for 
Berwick-on-Tweed,  before  which  John  Wroe  told 
me  we  should  have  a  very  tempestuous  voyage, 
having  foreseen  it  in  a  spiritual  vision,  which  came 
true.  On  the  31st,  we  applied  to  the  Mayor  in  the 
Town  Hall,  for  permission  to  preach  in  the  streets. 
In  answer  to  questions,  John  told  the  Mayor  that  he 
had  seen  large  sheets  let  down  from  heaven  with 
parts  of  Scriptures  wrote  on  them,  which  he  read, 
and  was  commanded  to  go  forth  and  preaeh  from 
them.  The  Mayor  recommended  us  to  try  if  the 
Methodists  would  lend  us  their  Chapel ;  John  told 
him  he  knew  they  would  not:  the  Mayor  said,  He 
thought  it  was  our  duty  to  try  them  :  John  said,  It 
U  our  duty  and  we  will  do  it,  but  they  will  not  lend 
us  it; — we  accordingly  tried  them,  but  were  unsuc- 
cessful. In  the  evening,  having  permission  from  the 
Mayor  and  the  Vicar,  we  spoke  on  the  Town-Hall 
steps  to  a  large  congregation.  On  the  2nd  of  the  8th 
month,  by  permission  of  the  Povost,  we  preached 
in  the  Town-Hall  at  Dunbar.  On  the  3rd  instant  we 
applied  to  the  Lord  Provost  at  Edinburgh,  for  per. 
mission  to  speak  in  the  open  air,  which  he  refused 
to  give  us.  On  the  5th  we  preached  three  times  in 
a  room.  On  the  evening  of  the  6th  we  preached  on 
the  Sand,  at  Leith,  and  also  on  the  two  following 
tfvemngs  ;  on  the  second  evening  John  said  to  the 
congregation,  "If  you  are  desirous  for  us  to  stop 
and  preach  again,  hold  up  your  hands,"  which  the 
greatest  part  of  them  did.  On  the  third  evening  he 
said  to  them,  "  God  will  send  a  Messenger  to  this 
place,  and  the  ministers  will  rise  up  and  petition  the 
Magistrates  to  drive  bim  out;  then  you  will  take  a 
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place  for  him,  and  there  will  be  a  Church  found 
here.  I  would  not  have  stopped  to  have  spoken 
here  again  but  for  what  God  hath  shewed  me.1' 

On  the  10th  we  applied  to  the  Provost,  at  the 
Town-Hall,  Aberdeen,  for  permission  to  preach  in 
the  open  air  in  the  city,  or  some  piece  of  ground  be- 
longing to  it;  John  told  me  previously  to  entering 
the  Town  Hall  that  they  would  grant  our  request, 
which  upon  our  second  application  they  did.  On 
the  12th  we  preached  three  times  on  the  Race 
Ground,  to  very  large  congregations.  In  the  even- 
ing the  attendance  was  so  great  that  we  divided,  and 
took  our  stations  on  different  parts  of  the  ground. 
On  the  13th  we  spoke  at  Huntley  by  the  solicita- 
tions of  a  number  of  men  apparently  heads  of  the 
Town.  On  the  evening  of  the  15th  we  preached  in 
Inverness,  and  on  the  19th  we  preached  to  large 
congregations  on  Glasgow  Green.  In  the  after- 
noon as  I  was  speaking  on  John's  visitation,  prophe- 
cies, and  his  poor  state  of  health,  frequeutly  ap- 
pearing as  one  dying,  a  person  came  to  me  and 
told  me  my  friend  was  dying  at  his  lodgings ;  on 
my  going  to  see  him  I  found  he  was  a  little  re- 
covered, and  was  told  he  was  taken  ill  on  the  Green 
while  1  was  speaking,  which  the  landlady  of  our 
lodgings  observing,  she  went  and  took  hold  of  his 
arm  to  lead  him  away,  but  he  soon  dropped  down, 
but  being  assisted  by  a  man,  she  got  him  to  her 
house,  Sign  of  the  Leopard,  Gal  low  Gate,  when  he 
became  to  appearance  insensible,  and  they  procured 
a  doctor,  who,  when  he  had  seen  him,  went  away 
to  fetch  something  t!o  administer  to  him,  but  before 
he  returned,  John  had  come  to  himself.  He  said 
he  was  siezed  with  a  lightness  in  his  head,  while  on 
the  Green,  and  knew  nothing  after,  until  he  found 
himself  in  bed,  he  declined  to  take  any  medicine  : 
be  and  the  doctor  bad  a  good  deal  of  conversation, 
and  all  present  appeared  astonished  to  see  him  re- 
cover so  quickly. 
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About  the  end  of  the  0th  month,  Joseph  Vernon 
went  from  Ash  ton  to  Shields,  and  Archibald  Mc- 
Phaii,  originally  from  Argyleshire,  Scotland,  to  Leith, 
to  preach  the  Gospel  of  the  Kingdom,  at  those  and 
surrounding*  places :  presently,  agreeable  to  the 
Prophecies  of  John  VVroe,  herein- before  inserted, 
they  proved  to  be  instruments  in  forming*  Societies, 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  together,  and  so  much 
the  more  as  they  saw  the  day  approaching ;  to 
speak  often  one  to  another,  that  they  might  be  the 
Lord's  in  the  day  he  should  make  up  his  jewels, 
und  that  he  might  spare  them  as  a  man  spareth  his 
son  that  serveth  him ;  to  obey  the  commands  of 
God,  that  they  might  have  a  right  to  the  tree  of  life, 
and  enter  in  through  the  gates  into  the  city  ;  that 
having  this  hope,  they  might  purify  themselves  even 
as  he  is  pure,  and  lift  up  their  heads,  because  their 
redemption  drew  near,  even  the  redemption  ot  the 
body,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  bondage  of  corrup- 
tion, from  under  the  law  of  sin  and  death,  or  from 
the  curse  pronounced,  "  Unto  dust  shalt  thou  re- 
turn," and  have  their  vile  bodies  changed  and  fash- 
ioned like  unto  the  glorious  body  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  inherit  the  Kingdom  under  the  whole  heavens, 
for  ever ;  even  for  ever  and  ever. 

In  the  Nth  and  12th  months  I  preahed  at  Amble- 
side,KendaI,  Hawkshead,  and  Ulverston,  to  nume- 
rous audiences,  for  the  most  part,  and  in  several  in- 
stances, was  exposed  to  the  severity  of  the  weather, 
as  well  as  to  the  contempt  and  scorn  of  fellow  crea- 
tures. On  one  occasion,  in  travelling  from  Kendal 
to  Hawkshead,  night  overtook*  me  as  I  arrived  at 
the  ferry  over  Winandermere  lake  to  Bowness; 
there  was  no  building  at  the  place,  but  it  was  not 
long  before  the  boat  came  over  and  took  me  back ; 
the  water  was  very  rough,  and  the  small  boat  wars 
frequently  to  appearance  overturning,  which,  added 
to  the  darkness  of  the  night,  was  terrible  :  on  arriv- 
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ing  on  the  opposite  side  I  had  three  or  four  miles  to 
walk  in  the  dark,  and  on  a  solitary  road  I  had 
never  been  before,  and  was  once  lost  on  a  neigh- 
bouring hill,  but  arrived  in  a  very  wet  state  by  the 
time  I  had  appointed;  but  the  person  of  whom  1 
had  engaged  a  room  refused  to  let  me  use  it ;  but 
the  people  requested  me  to  go  under  the  Market- 
House,  and  provided  candies ;  so  I  went,  and  had  a 
good  audience,  and  was,  even  then,  compensated 
with  peace  of  mind,  for  my  fatigue  of  body.  On 
another  occasion  I  was  travelling  between  Uivers- 
ton  and  Ambleside,  the  road  and  adjacent  ground 
was  inundated,  and  I  walked  about  a  mile  in  water 
frequently  above  knees. 

From  the  spiritual  Communications  given  to 
John  Wroe  this  year,  we  extract  the  following: — 

"  Those  who  seek  for  the  salvation  of  their  souls 
though  they  despise  their  bodies,  the  second  death 
shall  have  no  power  over  them  ;  but  the  rest  I  will 
cast  from  me  into  prison,  till  the  final  resurrection, 
seeing  they  have  refused  both  soul  and  body. 
When  the  seventh  thousand  years  are  expired  I 
will  open  the  prison  doors,  and  judge  between  them 
and  the  author,  and  he  that  is  found  the  author  1  will 
destroy  his  power  from  under  heaven. 

"  1  will  cause  seven  men  to  write  seven  books, 
they  shall  be  as  seven  seals,  for  they  shall  be  sealed 
unto  all  mankind  ;  I  will  fasten  seven  locks  to  them, 
so  that  the  heathens,  shall  not  be  able  to  get  in  ;  i 
will  bear  the  kev  of  these  seven  books,  and  I  will 
unlock  them  unto  everv  one  that  asks.  1  have  made 
thee  a  watchman  unto  both  hou*es." 

Deuteronony  xxiii.  7,  8.  "  Thou  shaltnot  abhor 
an  Edomite  ;  for  he  is  thy  brother :  thou  shalt  not 
abhor  an  Egyptian;  because  thou  wast  a  stranger 
in  his  land.  The  children  that  are  begotten  of  them 
glial  1  enter  into  the  congregation  of  the  Lord  in  the 
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third  generation"  the  same  is  the  third  day  spoken 
of  by  Hosea,  vi.  2.  "  In  the  third  day  he  will  raise 
us  up,  and  we  shall  live  in  his  sight,"  which  is  the 
third  two  thousand  years  of  the  world  from  the  be- 
ginning'. The  seed  of  man  are  all  born  of  fornica- 
tion, as  Lot's  two  sons  were  ;  and  I  refuse  them  be- 
cause man  hearkened  unto  the  woman  contrary  to 
my  command  ;  and  if  my  Spirit  had  not  come  upon 
the  seed  of  the  woman  there  would  not  have  been  an 
heir  found.  So  now  in  the  third  generation  I  com- 
mand man  to  hearken  unto  her  seed,  for  here  I 
stand  with  the  woman,  and  every  one  who  abides  in- 
ner words  and  my  words  are  the  sons  of  the  free 
woman,  and  heirs  and  joint-heirs  with  me,  of  heaven 
and  earth  ;  and  they  shall  be  seen  as  Jacob's  cat- 
tle, my  mark  shall  be  upon  them  and  their  offspring, 
blood  not  being  the  life  of  them,  but  the  Spirit,  See 
Genesis  xxx.  37 — 40.  When  Jacob  put  the  rods 
before  the  flocks  they  came  like  the  rods,  and  every 
one  of  the  redeemed  shall  be  like  unto  me." 

"  (After  a  thousand  years)  I  will  draw  up  my 
brides  from  the  earth  unto  me ;  and  I  will  command 
Satan  to  come  forth  with  all  his  prisoners,  and  I  will 
judge  between  him  and  them,  and  I  will  ransom  the 
soul  of  man  from,  him,  and  give  them  the  whole 
ball  for  their  possession,  and  cast  Satan  and  his  hosts 
from  the  race  of  man. 

"  Men  shall  flee  into  all  nations  for  succour, — 
they  shall  depart  by  thousands.  I  will  drive  out 
these  people  for  the  sake  of  my  flock  into  other 
countries,  and  the  enemy  shall  spread  my  Gospel ; 
and  shall  say,  "  There  is  a  people  that  have  left  off 
preaching  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  but  they  are 
preaching  to  bring  him  down  to  reign  with  them." 
They  shall  spread  the  Gospel  of  redemption  far  and 
near.  Then  I  will  cause  them  to  seek  for  the  land 
of  Joseph,  where  milk  and  honey  shall  flow  both 
temporally  and   spiritually.     Thousands  shall  die  in

the  way  for  hunger,  before  they  arrive  at  it.  They 
shall  come  in  ships  with  their  instruments  in  their 
hands,  and  my  name  written  in  their  foreheads. 
These  shall  all  have  their  beards  on,  their  temples 
not  being  marred," 

"  Three  years  shall  those  that  have  been  sealed 
before  be  warned  to  come  unto  the  marriage ;  on 
the  fourth  the  books  shall  be  shut  up  and  a  seal  put 
on  them.  Their  names  shall  be  entered  into  a  book 
who  have  been  warned  and  who  have  not.  For  I 
have  warned  the  world  three  generations ;  so  will  I 
warn  the  sealed  three  days.  And  he  that  appears, 
and  can  produce  his  first  and  his  second  whole, 
though  he  has  been  asleep  in  my  warning,  when  I 
go  through  my  camp,  the  fire  of  my  wrath  shall  not 
touch  him.  But  if  he  has  been  warned  three  times, 
and  appears  not  on  the  fourth,  the  four  trustees 
shall  not  receive  him  into  my  fold.  They  shall 
come  at  last  with  their  seals  in  their  hands,  but  the 
porter  shall  stop  them  ;  but  he  that  has  not  received 
the  third  warning  shall  be  received  at  the  camp  on 
the  third  day. 

"  These  are  the  words  in  the  letter  which  ye  shall 
drop.  This  is  the  prophecy  from  heaven  that  the 
judgments  of  God  may  come  upon  earth  to  try  the 
landlord  and  tenant.  A  man  shall  travel  through 
towns  and  cities,  ragged  and  tattered  ;  and  as  ye  see 
him,  so  shall  ye  see  them,  For  the  landlord  shall 
be  like  Pharaoh,  his  heart  shall  be  hardened  :  the 
tenant  shall  cry  in  the  streets,  begging  bread  for  his 
family  ;  for  instead  of  a  pound  in  wages  there  is  five 
shillings :  the  horrible  state,  the  cry  of  poor  En- 
gland! 

"  The  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me  saying, 
John,  What  seest  thou  ?  I  said,  I  see  fowls,  I  ne- 
ver saw  any  thing  the  colour  of  them,  I  can  hardly 
give  it  a  name,  I  can  compare  it  to  nothing  but 
white,  and  yet  I   think  it  is  not  white.     I  saw  ano- 
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ther  number  the  colour  of  which  I  can  compare  to 
nothing  but  scarlet,  yet  it  is  different.  I  saw  n, 
young  man  come  amongst  them,  I  cannot  compare 
him  to  any  thing  but  a  young  man,  yet  different.  I 
cannot  give  a  description  of  his  raiment,  or  the 
crown  on  his  head.  I  heard  music,  but  saw  no 
players : — I  heard  singing  of  different  voices,  and 
T  never  heard  any  thing  like  this  music  and  singing 
before.  Then  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me, 
and  said,  As  thou  seest  this  feather  fowl  and  poul- 
try, of  various  sizes,  there  shall  be  as  much  differ- 
ence in  the  people  5  and  as  thon  heard  the  miHc 
different  from  all  others,  so  shall  it  be  in  the  King-. 
dom/1 
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
